Great stress has been laid on the fact 
that several appointments Imve been made 
of eastern men to fill government posi 
tions in this province over tho heads of 
British Colombians. Messrs. Baker and 
Shakespeare liave in evorj' instance, where 
a British Columbian could till the position, 
recommended them, and insisted that they 
should be given the appointments.

The second is that of steamboat in- 
spector. All of the B. C. a]jplicanta for 
the |)ositi(iti were unsuccessful in passing, 
theoretical and technical, or qualifying 
examination under clause 7 of the Steam- 
boat Inspection Act. Hence the aiipoint- 
mont of Mr. W. A. llussell. In this 
cjise also there was considerable cor- 
respondence 'between our members and 
the department. 

Tho third, and one of recent date, is 
that of Mr. (Josnell to tlio inland revenue 
department. This a|)pointment, hi con- 
juiietion with the foregoing, is being used 
as an election dodge iigainst Baker and 
Shakespeare. The following telegram 
proves that our members li.ivo not been 
la.v ill their dutj', but, as in every other 
iiiHUmce, have been thoroughly alive to 
their constituents' niteresta.
